Taking for his subject. 
’ Price»,’* 
Congressman James Kennedy address- 
ed m embers of the Salem and Allium e 
Business association, at the banquet 
in Alliance Thursday evening, on a 
topic ui«*>n which per hap» more ha» 
b*-«*n recently written and which bas 
been more generally discussed th»» 
any other. 
With a few pleasing introductory 
remarks, he waded into the topic at 
once by saying: 
"in my 
Judgment 
I prices of food stuff» will Bever again 
j be as low as they have been in tnt* 
past.

seems to me that all the 
w riters who have discussed this sub­ 
ject have failed to note |«*>rhaps the 
most inqioriant factor in th** problem 
of prices as It present» itself. 
"Values are all measured now by the 
gold standard, and the value of gold, 
Uke everything else in the world, la 
fixed by the law «rf supply and de­ 
mand 
Its principal demand Is ita use 
as a money. 
Everyone api«r«*clat*?s the 
fact that if gold became as plenty aa 
silver, or copper or lead, that 
the 
purchasing power of coin would great­ 
ly lessen, and that the value o f ev-ry- 
thing that was measured 
by 
com 
{«arisen with the coin metal w<nild ad­ 
vance 
Thai. I am persuaded, is oc­ 
curring very rapidly ail 
over 
th** 
I world with our standard of value.” 
Mr. Kennedy then quoted a number 


j of figures in speaking ««f th** world » 
I gold production since the discovery of 
! America. 
In the last 27 y*-urs. he said. 
j the world's production of gold was 
$6.169,000.000, while in th** 382 year» 
( I «receding that time, dating from the 
discovery ««f America, the product of 
the eritir»* world was only $6 332,000,* 
ooii 
it win be noted that In the 27- 
year period which produced ;*» much 
gold a» the 382-year i«erlod. that th** 
first IO year» of the last i«*‘rl«si had an 
uunuai production of ouly one-quarter 
as great as th** production «rf the year 
1907, which was $410.000.000.

production increase* in the same tre­ 
mendous ratio, the next 27 years will 
more than double the gold which is 
now in the treasuries of th** world.
